Har, Idaho, August 25. 
Considerable excitement exists in 
this city over a report which appeared 
in yesterday’s Wood River Times, that 
a party of cow-boys had started for 
Yellowstone Park to kidnap President 
Arthur, and Sheriff Furry has de- 
tailed two trustworthy deputies to 
look the matter up, with instructions 
to summon a strong posse, and arrest 
the kidnappers if the facts areas stated. 
The Times says: During the past two 

weeks a number of strangers, all well 

provided with good riding animals 
and firearms, and resembling a party 
of regulators, or Texas cow-boys, have 
been camped on Willow creek, and 
considerable curiosity has been ex- 
pressed as to the intentions of the 
party; some accounting for their out- 
fit as a party organized to go up in the 
Indian country on a prospecting trip, 
while others believed them to be a 
band of Arizona rustlers. During 
several days past some of the party 
have ridden through town in a defiant 
manner, and mysteriously disap- 
peared. From a man who came in 
to-day it is learned that the party who 
induced him to join them, and made 
him take certain’ pledges of secrecy, 
were organized to proceed to Yellow- 
stone Park. They left last night, 
going on the same road, and he es- 
caped during the night. The object of 
the expedition is to corral and cap- 
ture President Arthur and party, and 
to spirit them away into a mountain 
fastness, where they will be fed, but 
kept prisoners, while the members of 
the party act as pickets, to prevent 
being surprised and captured, while 
negotiations for their ransom are con- 
ducted. The captain, or leader of the 
party, has an idea that a heavy ransom 
will be offered by the United States 
and the personal friends of the Presi- 
dent, after the search for the Presi- 
dent’s party shall be given up, and 
thata half million or more can thus 
be extorted from the secret service 
fund and divided among the party, 
on the principal adopted by the Ital- 
ian banditti. The escaped member of 
the party says there are 45 men in the 
outfit, and some of them were guer- 
rillas in the late war; also five wild 
Shoshone and Bannack Indians go 
along as guides and scouts, who are 
armed with repeating rifies and scalp- 
ing knives. The leader is a Texas 
despersdo, on whose head a price has 
been set, and, with the exception of 
two Italians who left the railroad 
grade, the others of the party are cow- 
boys. A grand council was held night 
before last on the prairie, where every 
man swore by his dagger, in fire light, 
to do his duty.

The Postal Telegraph Company. 
CHICAGO, August 25. 

A New York special reporter says: 
I had a talk with Bonanza Mackay 
about the new concern, a day or two 
ago. The company has transferred 
$12,000,000 of its stock to the mining 
king, which gives him one million 
over a controlling interest in the com- 
pany. Mackay tells me it will be run 
on the principles adopted by the Eng- 
lish Government telegraph system. 
Uniform charges are to be made; 
whether the messages are sent only 
across a street, or from New York to 
San Francisco. These charges will be 
twenty-five cents for twenty words, 
and one cent for every additional 
word. A good feature of the scheme 
is the issuing of stamps for various 
sums, with which to prepay messager, 
Mackay says Fair, his former partner, 
may go into the affair, and he believ s 
it will prove an immense money- 
making scheme, because the public 
will have confidence in its permanency 
by reason of the clause in its charter 
forbidding the company from consoli- 
dating with any other,for a period of at 
least twenty years. Connection is to 
be established with the new cable 
company, fostered by Mr. Alderman 
Headly, of London, who was over 
here a little while ago, The work of 
pushing this company forward will go 
ahead very rapidly now,branches being 
established from Olean, New York, to 
the oil region. A large force is also at 
work joining Chicago and St. Louis. 
Almost immediately steps are to be 
taken toward San Francisco, and inside 
of eight months the Postal will be in 
complete working order.

THE SHIP SUCTION VALVE. 


An Invention Which Will 
Many Ships. 

An exhibition of a new and novel 
invention, known as the ship sue- 
tion valve, took place the other 
aftetrroon in Newark Bay, before a 
number of shipping men. The pur- 
pose of the valve is to draw off 
water from a leaking vessel by 
means of a vaeuum caused by the 
motion of the vessel, says the New 
York Sun. The device isa simple 
one, consisting of a semi-circular 


valve, which, when closed is flush 
with the bottom of the vessel. 
Should the vessel spring a leak from 
collision or other causes the valve 
can be lowered in seven seconds, 
and the water rushing by and 
striking this valve is cut, causing a 
vacuum through which water in 
the hold naturally runs out. The 
faster the motion of the vessel, the 
better the valve does its work. The 
contrivance is, of course, useless 
u hen the vessel is at a standstill. 
It is roughly estimated that the 
inventlon will draw off from 850 to 
1,400 gallons a minute. A safety 
appliance is attached to the valve, 
whieh can be lowered in case the 
latter, by any accident, becomes out 
of order, and thus cut off the rush 
of water through the vacuum. 
The experiment was yesterday 
tried on an old barge and resulted 
satisfactorily. Thomas Keat- 
ing, president of the company. at 
No. 86 Duane street, has models of 
the inveution, which have been de- 
clared practicable by many of the 
most competent engineers in the 
country. The valve has been pat- 
ented in the United States, Eng- 
land, France, Germany and Can- 
ada. an

The owner of these bones 
must have been a relative of the man 
who, away back ages ago—beyond 
the time of which there is any ac:

quarries. The finding of these re- 
mains of prehistoric man certainly 
give new strength to Dr. Harkness’ 
theory that the Carson footprints 
were made by human giants. 


Since Captain Webb lost his life 
there has been a good deal written 
about Sam Patch, and the story of 
his famous jumps have been told in 
different ways; but this is said to be 
the correct history: The first of Sam 
Patch’s four celebrated jumps was 
made October 6th, 1829, at Niagara 
Falls, from a rock 70 feet above the 
water; his second was from a scaffold 
at the foot of Biddle staircase, on the 
17th of the same month, the distance 
being 100 feet. His next was at 
Genesee Falls, Rochester, on the 6th 
of November, same year, and his 
fatal plunge was at the same place on 
the 13th of the same month, the dis- 
tance being about 120 feet. At the 
last jamp he was so drunk that it 
was with difficulty he could stand 
straight. 


News reached Reno yesterday 
morning of a fatal affray which took 
place in Goose Lake Valley last Sun- 
day Morning, at the town of Davis 
Creek. A man by the name of War- 
ren Dutton got into a row with two 
brothers named John and Clack 
Franklin, in which John Franklin 
drew his pistol and shot Dutton dead, 
and immediately mounted his horse 
and left the country and has not been 
seen nor heard of since. His brother 
Clack took the stage and came 
to Reno, arriving here Thursday 
night aad registered at the Palace 


morning witLout paying his bill. He 
was recognized here by parties who 
knew him at Davis Oreek, but the 
facts of the murder was not then 
known. Full particulars of the 
tragedy will probably reach here to- 
morrow by stage.
